The  earliest  Eures  I  find  In  America  is  Robert  Eures  (Ewres*  Evers) 
who  apparently  was  in  dames  Cittle*  Virginia  in  X6l8*  nad  land  there* 
built  a  house,  and  died  ?,ab  the  plantations  over  the  water  there© 
Whether  or  not  he  had  a  family,  I  did  not  find  out,  but  there  are 
Ewers  early  in  Virginia  who  seem  not  to  belong  to  the  two  early  lar&e 
Virginia  groups  probably  not  related  to  himp  and  sseniione^.  iawci-‘o  . 
There  was,  for  instance’*  John  Yowers  who  was  in  Charles  city*  Virginia 
in  16531  and  Thomas  Yeuere  -  a  member  of  the  Isle  of  Wight  Company 
in  Virginia  in  i67T <•> 

Next  to  arrive  as  far  as  I  have  determined*  was  Henry  Sue  (Ewell*  Ewe  . 
who  came  in  the  ship  MHercules-;  in  1634/5  from  Sano.wion*  coanuy J^enyp 
England  and  lived  in  Sandwich*  Bam stable,  and  Sc Ituate,  Massachusetts 
and  whose  descendants  seem  to  have  taken  the  name  ox  ^wello 


Thomas  Ewers  (Eue*  Urs*  Ure*  Ewe)  came  to  New  England  xn  the  snip 
” James  Jo9e  in  1635  and  of  him  there  are  many  Ewer  descendants© 

Phillip  Ewers  was  in  Boston  in  l64?0  James  Ure  arrived  in ^ Be s ton*  ^ 
Massachusetts  May  12*  1768  and  Kenery  Yours  (Ewers,-  lived  in  Concord*^ 
Massachusetts  as  early  as  1715/16  when  lie  married  Susanna  bs-ut  °-L 
place o  He  left  a  long  line  of  descendants  and  several  of  them  have 
tried  long  and  hard  to  connect,  this  group  with  other  Ewers  groups 
without  success 0 

John  Eue  was  in  Hartford*  Connecticut  in  1643*  and  Henry  Eues  (Eves 
was  in  Portsmouth*  Rhode  Island  in  1659 ®  About  them,  I  know  no  more© 

Mr  So  Catherine  Eure*  re  Hot  of  Ralph  Eure*  had  property  in  Maryland 
in  164J  and  while  I  see  I  have  given  that  as  her  place  of  residence* 

I  believe  she  did  not  come  to  this  country©  Her  estate  seems  to  have 
been  managed  by  others ,  and  she  died  in  England  in  X65?o 

Thomas  Eure  (Ear©*  Errury*  Ever)  a  gentleman*  immigrated  to  Maryland 
in  1658  and  his  kinsman  Peter  Eure  was  also  transported  at  that  time© 
Did  they  leave  heirs?  John  Ewry  was  transported  there  in  1668  and 
Mary  Eure  in  1678©  W^ere  they  relatives?  William  E&res  was  in 
Cecil  County*  Maryland  in  1683 o 


Robert  Ewer*  a  Quaker*  was  in  Philadelphia  in  l697|and  David  Ewer* 
also  a  Friend*  lived  in  the  Welsh  Tract  west  of  the  Schuylkill  in 
Pennsylvania  in  l693o  John  Ewer  was  in  Rahway*  New  Jersey  in  1708 
and  may  have  been  the  father  of  John  Ewers  Jr©  and  Allen  Ewers  bap¬ 
tized  in  Rahway  in  1704g  and  in  1609/10  a  Robert  Ewer  had  land  in 
New  Jersey©  Whether  he  and  his  wife  Ellen  Antrobus  ever  same  here*  X 
do  not  know©  A  John  Ewer  is  mentioned  in  the  will  of  his  step-father* 
David  Williams*  in  Philadelphia*  Pennsylvania  in  1734©  A  descendant 
of  the  Scotch  Covenanters*  from  Ireland*  settled  in  Allegheny  County* 
Pennsylvania  in  1796©  He  was  John  Euwer©

schools  of  Ohio  and  in  hie  youth  learned  ths  trade  of  a  blacksmith,  but 
later  changed  his  occupation  to  that  of  &  farmer <>  In  early  life  he  show  - 
©d  great  ability  as  a  public  speaker  which  reputation  was  retained 
throughout  a  long  and  useful  career*,  and  h©  took  an  active  part  in  the 
anti-slavery  movement „  He  was  a  candidate  in  Ohio  at  different  times 
on  the  Free  Soil  ticket  for  member  of  ©ash  branch  of  the  legislature  p 
and  he  was  one  of  the  organisers  of  the  lepublican  party  In  1856©  In 
that  year  he  migrated  to  Wisconsin  and  ©©tiled  on  Mill  Creek  in  the 
town  of  Marshall,  Richland  county,  entered  land  on  section  31,  and 
thereafter  devoted  hla  attention  to  farming,  which  occupation  he 
followed  until  1686,  when  he  re  tired  and  took  up  his  residence  with  his 
daughter  in  Sylvan  township,  dying  quite  suddenly  at  Richland  Center 
while  attending  the  county  fair  on  September  30p  1898  o  Immediately 
after  his  arrival  in  Richland  county  he  began  to  take  a  deep  Interest 
in  public  affairs,  and  Ms  ability  being  recognised  he  was  soon  called 
upon  to  fill  positions  of  trust o  In  1858  he  w&e  a  candidate  for  county 
clerk,  and  ?/as  beaten  by  a  plurality  of  only  eight  votes  in  a  total  of 
over  fourteen  hundred©  In  i860  hs  was  elected  to  represent  Richland 
county  in  the  Wisconsin  assembly,  and  ten  years  later  ha  was  ag&in 
elected  to  the  same  position,  being  also  elected  assemblyman  in  18?6P 
*nd  again  in  1878  he  was  elected ' to  represent  the  west  half  of  the  county* 
During  the  legislative  session  of  1879  h©  was  prominently  mentioned  as 
a  candidate  for  speaker  of  th®  assembly,  and  ha  also  had  loyal  sup--* 
porters  for  the  position  of  Uni  ted  States  senator  at  the  election  at  th&f" 
time0  During  th©  civil  war  he  was  prominent  In  recruiting  soldiers  for 
the  service  and  In  various  other  ways  showed  his  loyalty  and  devotion 
to  the  union©  Besides  the  legislative  office  mentioned  above  My0  Bailey 
filled  various  local  positions,  and  he  officiated  also  as  a  local 
%thodlst  Episcopal  preacher  for  several  years  0  When  he  first  can®  to
